Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 24.—A tem­ 
porary 
injunction 
was granted by 
Judge John Philips of the United 
States Circuit Court enjoining the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad 
from refusing to take liquor ship­ 
ments consigned to Oklahoma and 
Kansas. The. suit was brought by 
the H arvest King Distilling Company 
of Kansas City. 
The decision of Judge Philips is a 
victory for the liquor dealers. The 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad 
issued an order several months ago 
refusing to take liquor packages con­ 
signed to the two prohibition states 
in its territory, Oklahoma and Kan- 
sa.. A restraining order was issued. 
The hearing today was on this re­ 
straining order.

showing just what departments or 
officers it desires .o probe. While the 
democratic caucus voted on Friday 
afternoon to pass the resolution the 
representative from Comanche Coun­ 
ty was subject to considerable crit­ 
icism for ot having first subrai.ted the 
m atter to a conference of the major­ 
ity. They regard it a sweeping accus­ 
ation against the entire state admin­ 
istration, con ending that it should 
have been specific in locating the 
supposed violation of law and not, 
as they put it, throw the mist of 
suspicion over practically all of the 
state depar ments. 
The spirit of the members partici­ 
pating in the caucus was, however, 
that since the resolution was before 
the body and prejudice in the_pub­ 
lic prints the legislature could no: 
afford to ignore it. 
Proposed Substitute. 
Adoption of the proposed substitute 
is being urged for the reason that 
no ques ion has arisen over some 
of the departments, and to procure 
a report before this session of the 
legislature ends it will be necessary 
to reduce the m atter to a concrete 
basis. I t is planned :o have the init­ 
ial committee 
inquire 
into

churges as may be presented to it, 
and if they are found to he of tang­ 
ible foundation,

committee, as contempts ed in the 
original resolution to proceed with 
its probe.

Those close to the administration 
insist that it desires trea ment free 
from any character of bias, and will 
request that no democrat be named 
on the committees who is known ta 
be personally hostile as indicated in 
:he governors message. The legisla­ 
ture will probably be asked to give 
legislation that will insure retention 
of Oklahoma natural gas for use of 
the people residing here, and a bill 
to that end is bein gprepared.

EXHIBITS SELF A6AIN 


A LITTLE HIGHER IN WESTERN 


SKY THAN BEFORE 


Remains About Forty-Five Minutes 


and Is Said to Be Brighter 


Than Usual 


The corned which has been showing 
for several nights and which has 
been dubbed (up at Chicago) the “Jo­ 
hannesburg" comet, w'as in evidence 
last evening brighter than ever. It 
appeared in about the same location 
as heretofore, being a little higher, 
then 
lowering 
i self. 
It 
was 
first 
seen about 6:15 and disappeared near 
seven o’clock. 
The following is what a noted as­ 
tronom er says about the comet. 
Chicago, 
111., 
Jan. 
24.—With 
a 
pretty curved tail pointing defiantly 
upward and a head larger than 
he 
apparent size of Venus, the new Jo­ 
hannesburg Comet, declared by fav­ 
ored astronomers, who saw it last 
night, to be the most spectacular 
celestial phenomenon in a quarter of 
o century, is in the heavens above 
Chicago for all to see. 
“Yes, it was beautifully clear up 
here last night,” said Prof. Frost of 
Yerkes Observatory, Williams Bay. 
"The comet was a very noticeable 
object in the western sky, and we ob­ 
served it for a full hour after sun­ 
set. Its tail was visage for a long 
time ater the head had disappeared. 
‘The comet’s ‘tail’ is four degrees 
in 
length, 
while 
the sun 
appears 
about half a degree 
in 
diameter, 
which makes the apparent length of 
the tail about eigh; times the ap­ 
parent width of the sun. The tail 
looks brighter than the head. 
"There have been a great 
many 
other comets visible to the naked 
eye, but this is better situated for 
popular observation than any other 
that has appeared In a generation. 
Many comets have been so close to 
the sun as to be obscured, or so far 
separated from it that they could he 
seen only very la ie at night or early 
in the morning. This comet is un­ 
usually bright, and is at its best as 
soon after sunset as the light from 
the sun has died away.”

Packers Say High Prices 
of 
Meats 


Are Caused by High Prices of 


Corn and Suggest Poor Eat 


Cheap Cuts. 


W ashington, D. C., Jan. 24.—“Rev­ 
olutions have been started by less 
than the American people are suffer- 
ng now," says Senator Joseph L. 
Brostow of Kansas. “Meat foots up to 
a quar er of the average household 
expenses and it ought to be cheaper 
today instead of dearer than it was 
25 years ago, because of the great­ 
er economy in its preparation and 
sale. When I was a boy, 25 percent 
of the carcass went to waste. Now, 
nothing goes to waste—no: even the 
blood.’* 
Senator Bristow’s words crystallize 
the sentiment of protest in all parts 
of the country against the higher cost 
of living. Thus far 
he movement, 
which first took form in an actual 
i>oycott at Cleveland, has met with 
most success in the west. The east 
has been slower to follow, influenced 
perhaps by 
a 
widespread 
feeling 
among small dealers, and in the la­ 
bor 
unions, that a universal 
boy- 
cot , though effective as a protest, 
would actually play into the hands 
of the packers, who, with their con­ 
trol of cold storage houses and re­ 
frigerator 
lines, could 
carry 
their 
product through a prolonged boycott 
though 
a 
thir y-day 
dessation 
of 
trade would put the small independ­ 
ents out of business. 
Against public clamor, the pack­ 
ers reply that high prices for meats 
are attributable to the high prices 
of corn, and advoca e that the poor 
be educated to eat cheaper cuts. 
"These cuts are just as good and 
more wholesome if properly cooked,” 
says Harold Swift, of Swift & Co. 
“Prices are very high, but there is 
every indication that they will go 
higher.” 
'Actual consumption of meat is re 
p o red by retail dealers everywhere 
to have dropped sharply.

Benuilns About 'Forty-Fire Minutes 


and Is Said to Be Brighter 


Titan Usual 


The comet which has 'been showing 


for several nights and wh.ch has 
been dubbed (up at Chicago) the "Jo- 
hannesburg" comet, was in evidence 
last evening brighter than ever. It 
appeared in about the same location 
as heretofore, being a little higher, 
then lowering

It 
was

seen about 6.15 and disappeared near 
seven o'clock. 


The following is what a noted as- 


tronomer says about the comet. 


Chicago, 111., Jan 
24—With 
a 


pretty curved tail pointing defiantly 
upward and a head larger than ihe 
apparent size of Venus, the new Jo- 
hannesburg Comet, declared 'by fav- 
ored astronomers, who saw it last 
night, to be the most spectacular 
celestial phenomenon in a quarter of 
o century, Is in the heavens above 
Chicago for all to see. 


"Yes, It was beaut'fully clear up 


here last night," said Prof Frost of 
Yerkes Observatory, "Williams (Bay 
"The comet was a very noticeable 
object in the western sky, and we ob- 
served it for a full hour after sun- 
se.. Its tall was vlsafole for a long 
time ater the head had disappeared. 


"The comet's 'tail' is four degrees 


in length, 
while the sun 
appears 


about half a .degree 
in 
diameter, 


which makes the apparent length of 
the tail about eigh: times the ap- 
parent width of the sun 
The tall 


looks brighter than the head. 


"There have been a great 
many 


other comets visible to the naked 
eye, 'but this "is 'better situated for 
popular observation 
than any other 


that has appeared in a generation. 
Many comets have been so close to 
the sun as to be obscured, or so far 
separated from it that they could 'be 
seen only very la'.e at night or «arly 
In the morning. This comet is un- 
usually bright, and is at its best as 
soon after sunset as the light from 
the Sim has died away."

A LITTLE HKJ1IEK IX WESTERN 


SKY THAN BEFORE 


Benuilns About 'Forty-Fire Minutes 


and Is Said to Be Brighter 


Titan Usual 


The comet which has 'been showing 


for several nights and wh.ch has 
been dubbed (up at Chicago) the "Jo- 
hannesburg" comet, was in evidence 
last evening brighter than ever. It 
appeared in about the same location 
as heretofore, being a little higher, 
then lowering 
1 self 
It 
was 
first 


seen about 6.15 and disappeared near 
seven o'clock. 


The following is what a noted as- 


tronomer says about the comet. 


Chicago, 111., Jan 
24—With 
a 


pretty curved tail pointing defiantly 
upward and a head larger than ihe 
apparent size of Venus, the new Jo- 
hannesburg Comet, declared 'by fav- 
ored astronomers, who saw it last 
night, to be the most spectacular 
celestial phenomenon in a quarter of 
o century, Is in the heavens above 
Chicago for all to see. 


"Yes, It was beaut'fully clear up 


here last night," said Prof Frost of 
Yerkes Observatory, "Williams (Bay 
"The comet was a very noticeable 
object in the western sky, and we ob- 
served it for a full hour after sun- 
se.. Its tall was vlsafole for a long 
time ater the head had disappeared. 


"The comet's 'tail' is four degrees 


in length, 
while the sun 
appears 


about half a .degree 
in 
diameter, 


which makes the apparent length of 
the tail about eigh: times the ap- 
parent width of the sun 
The tall 


looks brighter than the head. 


"There have been a great 
many 


other comets visible to the naked 
eye, 'but this "is 'better situated for 
popular observation 
than any other 


that has appeared in a generation. 
Many comets have been so close to 
the sun as to be obscured, or so far 
separated from it that they could 'be 
seen only very la'.e at night or «arly 
In the morning. This comet is un- 
usually bright, and is at its best as 
soon after sunset as the light from 
the Sim has died away."

Soak one pint ot fine white bread 


crumbs In one quart of milk for 15 
minutes. Beat together until light the 
yolks of five eggs and one-half pint of 
sugar, stir In a tablespoonful of soft- 
ene'd butter, add just a suspicion of 
grated rind of lemon, two tablespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice and a tablesponful 
of vanilla. Add these to the milk and 
bread, mix and add one-half pint of 
cocoanut. Bake In the pudding dish 
until the custard is "set" In the mid- 
dle. 
While this Is baking beat the 


whites of five eggs to a stiff froth, add 
five tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
beat until white and fine. When the 
pudding 1s done draw it from the oven, 
cover thickly with cocoanut, heap over 
the meringue, dust thickly with pow- 
dered sugar, put back in oven until 
brown. Serve cold. 


Chicken Saute. 


Clean and prepare a chicken; cut 


Into pieces; cut a quarter of a pound 
of bacon In small pieces, put into a 
saucepan five minutes, add your chick- 
en, turn now and then until brown;
